Even though the major war criminals a 
of Japan have gone to the gallows a legal 
agitation still persists in the United States 
to have the U.S, supreme court declare its It is 
power to overrule international tribunals. 

It will be recalled that when seven of 
these Japanese war criminals, including 
former Premier Tojo, were convicted in 
Tokyo by an international court, including 
judges from Australia and other countries 
as well as from the United States, an ap- 
peal was launched in behalf of four of them 
with the American supreme court. 

With great wisdom, that highest judi- 
¢ial body in the United States decided that 
it had no authority over such international 
tribunals and therefore could not enter- 


tain the appeal.
